"My reasou for leaving the army,"saic 


Col. William J. Bryan, "waa set forth 
ID my letter to the Adjutant Genera] 
tendering iny resignation 
Jfow that 


the treaty of peace has been concluded, 
I believe that L can b-» more useful to 
my country us a civilkia than as a 
soldier. 


"I may be in error, but in my jutlg- 


uaeut our nation is in greater danger just 
now than Cuba 
Our people defended 


Cuba against lottigh arms. Xow they 
must defend themselves and their coun 
try against a foreign idea—the colonial 
idea oi European nations. 
Heretofore 


greed has perverted the government and 
used its instrumentalities lor private 
gain, but now the 
very foundation 


principles of our government are as 
saulted. 


"Tha 
imrierialislic idea ia directly 


antagonistic to the idea aud ideals which 
have bien cherished by the American 
people since the signing oL' the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Our nation must 
give up the intention of enletint? upon a 
colonial policy such as is now pursued by 
European countries, or it must abandon 
the doctrine that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent oi 
the governed. 


'•Jefferson has been quoted as iu favor 


of imperialism, but our opponents must 
distinguish between imperialism and ex- 
pansion ; they must also distinguish 
between expansion 
in 
the 
Western 


Hemisphere aud an expansion that in- 
volves us iu the quarrels of Europe and 
the Orient. They must sl.il! further dis- 
tinguish 
between 
expansion 
which 


secures contiguous territory for future 
settlement and expansion which secures 
us alien races for future subjugation. 


"Jefferson favored tbe annexation of 


necessary contiguous territory on tbe 
North American continent, but be was 
opposed to wars of conquest, and ex- 
pressly condemned 
the acquiring of 


remove territory." 


When asked how the colonial policy 


could be prevented, Colonel Bryan said : 


"Some think that the light should be 


made against the ratification of the 
treaty, but I would prefer another p!an 
If the treaty is rejected negotiations 
must be renewed, and instead of settling 
the question according to our own ideas, 
we must settle it by diplomacy, with the 
possibility of 
international compliea 


tioua. 


'It will be easier, I think, to end the 


war at once by ratifying the treaty, and 
then deal with the subject in our own 
way. 
The issue can be presented direct- 


ly by a resolution of Congress declaring 
tbe policy of the nation upon this sub- 
ject. The Piesident says in his message 
that our oaly purpose in taking posses 
sion of Cuba is to establish stable gov- 
ernment, and then turn that govern- 
ment over to thf people of Cuba. Con- 
gress could leaiurrn this purpose iu 
regard to Cuba, and assert the same pur- 
pose m regard to the Philippine Islands 
and Puerto Rico 
Such a resolution 


would make a clear cut issue between 
the doctt'ine of self-government and the 
doctrine of Imperialism. 


l\Ve should reserve a harbor and coal- 


ing station in Puerto Bico and tbe 
1'hilippinesin return for service rendered, 
and I think we would be justified iu 
asking the same concession from Cuba. 


'In the case of Puerto R'co, where tbe 


people have as yet expressed no desire 
for 
an 
independent government, we 


might with propriety declare our willing- 
ness to annex the island, if the citizens 
desire annexalion; but the Philippines 
Islands are too far away aud their people 
too different from ouis to be annexed to 
the United S'.ate.evenif they d< sired it.1'

at Bethlehem. 


JERUSALEM, PALESTINE. 


T 


HIS QUIET LITTLE HAMLET 
nestled among the hills of. Judea, 
its very name calls up holy associa- 


tions—Bethlehem 1 Beit Lahn is the 
Arabic, which may be translated "House 
of Flesh," and in truth here it waa that 


the word was made flesh" and in Ibis 


"goodly land" dweltatnong men. J?illed 
with thoughts of these—the rnoat weighty 
events in tne world's history—the writer, 
who .had left cherished friends and the 
dear native America behind to wander 
among the scenes of the old world, set 
ont from the holy city last Christmas 
eve, with a trusty Arab guide, for the 
birthplace of the Haviour. 


We had been detained until after dark 


by a hard rain of some hours duration, 
and the sky still looked forbidding, yet 
with good horses and rubber outer gar- 
ments, we hoped to escape severe wet- 
ting. The guide, Gabriel, or some trav- 
eller has named him, "the Angel tta- 
briel," led the way,from the Jaffa gate 
along the sidt of the dark valley oi Gihon, 
across the Hill of .Evil-Counsel, and out 
on the way of Hebron. 
Upon starting I 


asked him why he took his gun, and had 
received the reply: "i like to have it 
along." I suspected the reason, how- 
ever, and left most of my money in safe 
hands iu Jerusalem. 
When we were 


fairly away from the city the guide said : 


o talk now, one cave, sometimes stop 


robbers iu it, and if Lear strange tongue, 
think as some pilgrim come to Bethle- 
hem and got plenty of money." At the 
•same time Gabriel's gun was elevated, 
stock first, across his shoulder, no it could 
be easily distinguished by one crouching 
oe.tr tho road, and his head turned each 
way from time to time. After riding 
some time in sileuae, he said : "Only one 
more place, then all danger it past and 
we see Bethlehem lights." 


Sure enough, aa we ascended a little 


hill and passed the Covert of Mar Elias, 
the lights of Bethlehem shone before us. 
Just then tha bells bngan to ring—the 
sweet, joyous chimes of Bethlehem—and 
I called to the guide to wait a moment 
that we might hear them better. A 
bright star stood over the place, shining 
flown as I thought that star which led 
the wise men eighteen hundred years ago 
might have shown down on those travel- 
.era from the far East. 


The whole of the little village came to 


out view at once, the most distant houses 
being ou the top of the hill and the rest 
closely perched on the northern slope, 
'acing the Jerusalem road. 
Entering., 


we threaded our way through a narrow, 
walled, and winding passage, learning 
sometimes under archways and sxne- 
times between gloomy-looking stone 
buildings. It was dark, for who ever 
heard of street lamps in Asiatic Turkey? 
This, though it could hardly be called a 
Brst-claas alley, so narrdw, crooked and 
full ot ruts in its way, is the principal 
street ot Bethlehem. It passes around 
the hillside about balf way up, and at 
the further extremity is the Latin Con- 
vent (monastery, properly called), wbile 
beyond that, connected with it in fact, 
a the Church of the Nativity, on the 
supposed spot where the stall and manger 
were. This is the oldest building in the 
world erected by Christians as a place of 
worship, having been built in the early 
part of tho' fourth century by Helena, 
the mother of Constantine. 


When the valiant Baldwin came here 


to be crowned king of Jerusalem it was 
n all its glory still, but now much of its 
magnificence has departed. The mosaics 
and many of the gold and silver orna- 
ments are gone, but one sees some Dean- 
tiful banging lamps of gold and silver, 
some fine Corinthian columns, and the 
cedars of Lebanon are still iuthe ceiling 
The chimes soon pealed forth again, and 
we repaired to the chapel of 'the monas- 
tery, where .tbe solemn services were 
about to begin. 


Some forty priests, at their bead tbe 


bishop of the monastery, all in gorgeous 
robes, celebrated high mass. Tbe grand 
old Latin hymns rung and reverberated 
n rich tones through the aisles and halls 
of tbe massive srone building. My guide 
secured a good seat for me and kept me, 
posted as to tbe time I was to go bere 
and there to gain an advantageous po- 
sition. 


1-Sur, this was a strange gathering of 


people from all parta of tbe civilized 
world, and few of those present knew 
what was coming and where to go. A 
ittle after midnight tbe procession was 
'omied, and proceeded to the "Grotto of 
the Nativity," tbe bishop bearing in a 
iradle the small silver representation of 
the Hoi; Child, which, with many cere* 


monies, bymns and much incense burn 
ing, was deposited, first, on tuesupposec 
exact spot of the nativity, now marked 
by a silver star, around which are the 
words, "Hie de Virgine Maria Jdsus 
(Jhrlstus natus eat" (Here Jeaus Christ 
was born of the Virgin Mary.) then this 
gra'en image was placed upon tbe spot 
said to have Keen occupied by the original 
wooden manger in which Christ lay 
which manger, it is also said, is in tbe 
Church of Santa Maria Maggoire at 
Korne, and is only exhibited by the pope 
on Christmas day. 


After breakfast we attended anothei 


".service held iu tbe chapel,.and paid a 
second vipit to tbe "Grotto of the Nativ- 
ity." 
Tnis grotto is about twelve by 


fourteen feet, and from its farther end 
a narrow passage leads through several 
smaller chambers, some of which seemed 
to be natural caverns, wbile others are 
composed of masonry. Among the latter 
is the room in which St. Jerome passed 
the greater part of his busy life, and in 
which he died. A tomb hag been erect- 
ed to bis memory here, although it is 
said his remains rest'in Home. 


There aro among the rock caverns the 


chapel or altar of the shepherds, that of 
Joseph, and one to the Innocents—twen- 
ty five thousand of tbe infants murdered 
at Ibe command of the cruel Herod hav- 
ing been cast here. 


The authenticity of many of the places 


now pointed out of those mentioned iu 
the Bible may reasonably be doubted; 
yet there can be no less doubt regarding 
the exact location of the birth-place of 
Christ, tor Bethlehem is not like Jeru- 
salem, a city which has been repeatedly 
destroyed and rebuilt, nor has it been 
enclosed by walla, whose limits have 
been (on some sides, at least) subject to 
change. It is extremely possible that 
the Bethlehem at the beginning of the 
Christian era was not greatly different 
from theButhleheoi of to-day. In Beth 
lehem there was but one spot of note to 
identify and that waa known and mark 
ed at least as early as the fltst part ot the 
second century, and tbe same spot was 
pointed out to the famous Helena by tbe 
persecuted Christiana of the early part of 
the fourth century, and this very church 
erected over it. 


Some object, however, to the view that 


Christ was born in a grotto or cave. 


It is very common at the present day, 


even among the better class in Palestine, 
to attach stalls for domestic animals to 
tbe house occupied by the family, and 
most frequently the rooms on the ground 
tloor are used as stables or store-rooms. 
Barns and granaries detached from the 
dwelling bouses, are rarely seen, but more 
often the next room to the kitchen is a 
stable; with perhaps the family bake 
oven built in one corner. 


The finding of a natural cavern to serve 


as the stable room, is considered, espec- 
ially by the peasant class, as quite a for- 
tunate circumstance, and is forthwith 
taken advantage of by placing the house, 
if. possible, iu such a position tbat the 
cavern will form a side or back room. 
And as few customs have changed, par- 
ticularly those connected with household 
or agricultural matters, since Bible 
times, we are left to conclude that this 
manner of building was common then as 
now, and that the rnauger was in just 
such a cavern aa is now pointed out at 
Bethlehem. 


But, however much the discriminating 


traveller may doubt tbe correctness of 
the traditions regarding many of the lo- 
calities that will be shown to him, how- 
ever much he may doubt the positive 
assertions of the guides, or however much 
he may pity tbe credulity ot the majority 
of pilgrims yet in all his journeyings in 
the Holy Land nothing will be more 
noticeable than the remarkable fidelity 
of tbo manner of living, of working and 
of dealing, the forms of speech- in short, 
nearly all the customs, and even the 
superstitions of the people of to-day to 
those spoken of HI various pares of the 
Bible. So striking in fact is this similar- 
ity tbat there is scarce a scene in the 
Bible but tbat is made to seem more real 
by viewing the life and the land ot which 
that book is a wonderful*record. 


In Bethlehem itself there was much to 


interest one—in the market-place, the 
workshops, the narrow winding ways, 
bordered by quaintold buildings of stone 
or adobe, while upon the surrounding 
hills the eye rested with equal interest. 


There were shepherds with their crooks, 


tending tbe flocks of long-wooled sbeep 
and watching their herds of black and 
white goats skipping from rock with agile 
feet, mules laden with stone for build- 
ing purposes, others bearing branches of 
wood for fuel, and still others with sacks 
of grain or some of the food products of 
this now over-productive country. But 
as busy as any among tbe workers are 
the makers of wood, bone, pearl and 
metal ornaments. Most of these derive 
their support from tlie numerous pil- 
grims who annually visit Bethlehem, and 
nearly all of whom take with them some 
mementos of their visit. 


The return journey to Jerusalem was 


undertaken on tbe .afternoon of Christ- 
mas day. A heavy and driving rain 
storm, cold enough to be disagreeable, 
overtook us, and we were glad to seek 
shelter for a time in Eacbael's tomb 
which stands by the wayside. 


At last, as the sun touched the west- 


ern hills, we approached the walls of 
Jerusalem and were rewarded by a mag- 
nificent view of tbe sunlit Golden City.

Taking the country at large, 
says the Herald, the canvass shows a 
very pronounced majority in favor "of 
extending the boundaries of the United 
States beyond the PaciHo and far out 
among tre islands of the Atlantic" 
The ILera'.d wisely refrains from clasai- 
lying the results under a political head, 
otherwise it would have shown that 
there is, among the newspapers, a sharp 
party 
division, 
comparatively 
few 


Republican 
papers antagonizing 
the 


policy which has found favor with the 
administration. Approximately, 75 per 
cent, of the Democratic press of the 
country, however, is opposed to ter 
ritorial acquisition which includes the 
Puilllipinps, while of the 
Kepublican 


newspapers quoted by the Herald fully 
80 per cent, declare for expansion. The 
Ugures do not indicate, therefore, that 
there is a very serious division among 
L>umocrats, and assuming that the Dem- 
ocratic newspapers fairly represent the 
opinion of the party throughout the 
country, it is a fair conclusion that an 
anti-expansion plaak will be a feature of 
the next platform promulgated by the 
national Detaocracy. 
On the 
other 


hand, the next Republican national con- 
vention, inking Republican newspapers 
as a guide to the sentiment of the 
majority of that party, will declare for 
expansion, unless the question is settled 
before 1900. 
The Herald's canvass 


shows, therefore, that the fight will 
largely be tnade on party lines iu the 
present Congress, in the next Congress 
and when the issue goes before the 
people, tne proportion of Democrats and 
Republicans who will antagouizg the 
policy of their party being probably less 
than W per cent, of either party as re- 
presented in Congress aud by the press. 
—Bulto. iS'tm.

THE PEXSIOS APPROPRIATION. 
The (ieueral Pe"Sion bill, which car- 


ries an ap|'io*ir'aLiuu ot $145,233,830, 
was put through the House Thursday m 
less than twenty minutes—the shortes! 
time ou record for a bill of this descrip- 
tion; and it is worthy of note that itt 
passase gave rise to none of the partisar 
ucrimony which such measures were 
wont, to evoke in other years. The fact 
was evidence of the better spirit whicl 
prevails in tbe lower branch of the 
Federal legislature, and it was at the 
same time a recognition of the truti- 
ttmt the pension list iu Us entirety, what- 
ever abuses may attend the system, has 
practically become a flxed charge upon 
the country, with no likelihood o! 
dimiuuitteu except as natural laws shall 
thin out the ranks of the pensioners. 


To the popular mind the railroad speed 


at which the bill was passed Thursdaj 
will savor of recklessness, but in fact, 
under tbe system of business which pre- 
vails in the House, all the work of scru- 
tin\ aud computation is done in the com- 
mittee room; the rest is mere formality. 
Again, it is not the general pension ap- 
propriation but tbe practice of passing 
private pension bills which most calls (01 
deprecation and correction as a wrong 
against the country and as a source ot 
political 
demoralization. 
Mr. Vest 


showed up this phase of the subject 
cleaily on Wednesday last when he 
called attention to the fact that though 
Illinois had furnished 65,000 more sol- 
diers than Indiana, the pension roll for 
Indiana exceeded that of Illinois by 
iM.oOO.OOO. He accounted for this fact 
on the ground that Indiana is a pivotal 
State politically. 


That the bill which was passed by the 


House Thursday will De more closely

The General stated that ho is simply in 


command of hia soldiers, timt his duty ia 
to preserve life and propertv, and thas he 
proposes to do so with equal justice to 
Unbans, Spaniards and porsutis ot all othei 
nationalities. 
He said he hud nothing to 


do with the establishment of any sort of 
government, and that his duties were, con- 
tined to tlying the tlag of peace antl order. 


General Lee's presence in Havuna pro- 


voked numerous demonstrations, nltiiough 
he sedulously tried to avoid them.

In a recent interview Col. Wilham J. 


Bryan expressed himself us follow" : 


"We should hold the Philippines and 


Puerto Rico in trust for the people of 
those island? just us we ptopose to hold 
Cuba in trust for the people ot thtu island. 
If we dn this, then the war \vill have 
borne good fruit. 
Jt u-ill hnve ended on 


the same high plane on which it was 
fought, and the principles for which this 
country fought a hundred years ngo will 
not be violated. 


"I am utterly opposed to the exorcise- 


of sovereignty over Puerto Rieu ur the 
Philippines. I believe we &hontd see to it 
that Spain lets go entirely, but onr duty 
does not end there. We must £ive the 
people of those islands a siublu govern- 
ment and permit them to s-et themselves 
np among the nations of the earth. This 
can be accomplished by the passage of u 
resolution after the treaty hiis been rati- 
fied. 


"We began this \var- with Spain for tin- 


purpose of freeing Cuba and dnving Spain 
troui this hemisphere. There wa-= no in- 
tention of entering upon a career of coloni- 
zation or prosecuting a uar of conquer, 
and if we maintain these islands Unit is 
exactly what we shall be doing."

Lancaster, Lawrence, Lebanon. Lycoming, 
Mclvean, iMercer, Schuylkill, bomt-rset, 
Westmoreland, Warren and York have 
also turned their attention iu the same di- 
rection and aie setting out; young trees 
with a unanimity that is pleasant to ob- 
serve.

Rev, H. M. Eicbards, D. D., professor 


of English' language and literature and 
mental and social science iu Muhlenbeig 
College, Allentowu, and one ot the pr»- 
foundeat scholars iu the Lutheran church, 
died at his home last Monday after a two 
weeks' illness.'

Rev. Dr. Matthias Henry Richards was 


born June 17, 1841, at Germantowu. 
His 


father, Rev. D. William Kichards, was a 
prominent Lutheran aivine.

A XUMBKK OK SUGGESTIONS ON MAT 


TKKS IN WHICH HU IS 1UTEBESTEO. 


Al! breeds of c<iUle or other stoc 


have been kopt close to certain point 
and characteristics m order to rende 
hereditary the merits and peculiariti 
sought, and each breed has been bret 
subject to certain conditions tbat ar 
essential to ita success. If an abnndaue 
of food 13 required for animals of an 
particular breed, it must be supplied, a. 
they liave been bred in that line; bu 
they compensate therefor, because an 
animal Hi<tt is bred to demand heav 
rations has also beea teed as a produce 
to correspond with its consumption o 
rood. 


Seed corn can be selected in the winte 


or wueu the corn is being husked, 
box should be placed near the point o 
operations and every perfect e*r (select 
iug only the Deal) should be thrown int 
it while husking. It is possible that bu 
few ears may be selected from among 
large number, but it care is used in ae 
leciniK and the seed corn put in a dr 
place tt will be found next spring, tba 
more grams will germinate and a large 
yield will result. 


Blue grass seeuis to thrive on rich 


rolling land when other kinds are mon 
difficult to secure. It holds on for 
i 


long time, enduring dry seasons furl; 
wall, and grows rapidly also in cool 
damp weather. It is less injured b, 
tramping than any other grasses, and on 
limestone soils it will crowd out allothe 
kmds and remain tor years. Blue gras 
seed is nearly always added to tha 
selected for pastures, sis it assists in 
making a heavy sward and the grass n 
higtily relished by stock. 


The low of the valuable constituent 


of manure that is exposed cannot easily 
be determined, but during some winter 
it is large. Fresh horse manure tha 
was exposed by way of experiment, wa 
found to lose value in several ways. I 
lost in weight, absorbed water, while 
the ammonia passed off into the air 
Computing the value of fresh manure a 
$2 45 per '.on, a loss of $1 03 resulted, 01 
42 per cent. Xo farmer can afford such 
a loss as 42 per cent in his manure, and 
it should therefore never be exposed to 
snow and rains unless well mixed with 
au abundance of absorbents, aad even 
then it should be covered. 


In the foreign markets lean pork is 


preferred, and there is a growing demand 
for more lean pork at home. Lean pork 
can Ut produced at leas cost than may 
fce supposed, and the hogs will grow 
luster aud give heavier weights than 
•whe-. tte pork is produced solely from 
corn. It is done by feeding, in addition 
to corn, skun milk, bran, shorts, linseed 
meal, beaas, peas,clover aud other nitrog- 
enous foods, wbich not only promote 
growth but increase the weight also. 


It is sometimes cheaper to restore an 


old orchard than to plant a new cue and 
wait for the young trees to grow. This 
may be done by judicious pruning and 
removing all ot the dead wood, then 
nmmuinj* the ground in the fall and 
applying feriil zers in the spring. The 
manure must be used liberally, (list 
lightly stirring the suiface soil and then 
applying Hie manure, which should be 
well woikad in when spring opens. 


Wool is affrtt'ted by breed, climate and 


loo'i. Sheep will thrive in gome sections 
lie-tor than otheis, and wool from some 
(locks will bring higher prices than other 
wools. To produce good wool the sheep 
uaist be well fed, but not too much so. 
It the loot! is not sufficiently nutritious 
the wool will lack iu strength, be dry, 
haish, and lough to the touch. 
Wool 


from slwp that are kept on pastures 
which provide abundant herbage is long 
in libie, sott, white and strong. It is 
claimed that all foods which promote 
perspiration produce fine wool, but it is 
not ueresssary to make a selection of 
foods if the sheep have a variety. 


A Michigan peach grower is success- 


fully practicing a renewal system with 
the peach similar to that so fvioiilav to 
grape growers, 
lie heads the young 


tiees very low and ihe head is spread till 
a^e begins to tell on it—say tour or five 
years. Then the ceutial stem is allowed 
to suojt up, the old head is pruned away 
and a new one formed higher up. 


At the Moutanmi experiment station 


they turned 41 pigs from six to mue 
mouths old upon stubbie fields of 18 
acres of barley, about 10} acres of wheat 
and K'J acres of peas. The fields had 
been harvested in (he usual manner, and 
it was thought there was no more gram 
left m the stubble thau that left on the 
average f.irra. Before the test they had 
been pastured on alfafa, and in addition 
oae pound ot cracked barley per head 
daily. Ttie gaiu for ten weeks upon this 
leed was a daily average of 0.42 pounds 


The intense farmer in most cases, is 


making mure money now than the ex- 
tensivp. Tfie man that grows the same 
amount ot produce on half the land bis 
neighbor dues saves in various ways 
he has only half the land to fence and 
pav taxes on. lie fan plow and harrow 
in halt the time. Half the seed is saved, 
and he has twice as much fertilizer to 
apply to his crops. lie only travels half 
sis far in cultivating crops and a large 
yield rfquhes little more labor to harvest 
than a small one.

Some Northern h-iends who moved to 


Baltimore were pleasantly surprised ou 
Christmas eve by gifts of loaves of de- 
licious cake of several varieties from 
families «ith whom they hi>d become 
intimate, and learned that there was a 
pretty custom in that city of sending at 
Christmas-time cake made from receipts 
perfected by long use. At Christmas— 
and, indeed, 
throughoot the winter 


season, when "exchanges"' as well as 
hospitable tables are to be supplied— 
there is n special demand for choice cake, 
and among the following receipts will be 
found a variety sufficient to please all 
tastes: 


Almond, Cake —Cream half a cup of 


butter and a cup aud a Mall ot suear ; 
add half a cup of milk, 2 cups of flour, 
the whites of 4 eggs, and a teaspoon- 
fuland a hall'ot baking powder. Btike 
in Ihe pans used for jfllycuke. 
Make 


an icing with the whites ot 2 eggs and 
2 tablespoontuls ol sugar. 
Blanch 1 


pound of almond?, and chnp half of 
them almost to a powder. Mix with a 
little of the icing, spread it bei ween the 
layers, then cover the whole cake with 
the remainder of the icing, arranging 
halved almonds on the lop and sides. 


Hut Fruit Gvke —Cream 2 cupsi of 


sugar and 1 of butter; add 6 well-beat- 
en eggs, 4 cups ot Hour, 1 of cold water, 
1 ot hickoiy-nuts, one-half pouud of 
raisins—seeded, 
Hnely chopped, 
and 


dredged with flour—1 leaspooonful of 
soda dissolved iu hot water, 2 of cream 
of tartar, and 1 grated nutmeg. 


Chocolate Cuke.—Cream 1 cupful of 


butter and 4 of sugar, add 3 well-bsaten 
eggs, 4 cups of lliur, 1 cupful of sweet 
milk, 1 teaspoonful of soda, 1 of cream 
of larlar, two-thirds ot a cake of choco- 
late dissolved in water (a cup of boiling 
watei) 
Put this in just as the cake is 


ready for the oven, stir thoroughly 
through the mixture, and bake. 


Hull Spmitjs-Cake.—Tjf&t- 
together 1 


cup of sugar and 3 eggs ; add 1 cup of 
Hour, half a teaspoonful of soda, and 1 
teaspoonfnl ot cream of tartar. Bake 
the mixture in a square j^llj-c^ke tin, 
cover with jelly, and, while hot, roll it 
up. 


White Spnnge-CuLe—Beat the whites 


of 8 eggs,aud add to a cuplul and a half 
of powdered sugar; then slir m a cup ot 
flour into which a teaspoontul of cream 
of tartar has been sitted. Flavor with a 
scant teispoonful of essence ot vanilla 
or bitter almond. 


Angel-Cake,—The ingredients needed 


are the whites of 11 eggs, a tumbler and 
a half of sifted granulated sugar, a 
tumbler of flour thiee times Bitted, a 
teaepooniul of vanilla essence, a tea- 
spoonful of cieamof tartar, sifted. The 
tumbleia should contain two gills and.a 
quarter. Beat the whites of the eggs to 
a stiff troth, then add the sugar lightly, 
then the flour gently, and lastl> the es- 
sence of vanilla. Do not stop bsatiug 
until you aie leady to put the mixture 
into the tin, which should be one of those 
with a tube in the middle, sometimes 
known as a "Tuik's head." The pan 
should not be greased. Bake forty min- 
utes in a moderate ovfan. 
It still soft 


when tried with a stravv, let it bake 
longer. 
When baked, turn the Un up 


side down on saucers to cool. Cut with 
a very sharp kuife. The same receipt 
may be used for sunshine-cuke by adding 
6 of the yolks of the eggs, well btateu, 
after beating the whites dud the augar 
together. 


Halted bponue-Ctike.—Beat the whites 


aud the yolka ot 7 eggs separately, theu 
put them together <uid beat until verj 
light. Boil together a cup aud a half of 
sugar and 5 tablespoonrul's of water, 
and, while hot, pour slowly on the eggs, 
beating steadily. 
Continue tor fifteen 


or twenty minutes, then add Uiejuice of 
a lemon aud 14 cups ot Hour.
